State, Federal, Local Funds 


$64,010 Improvements for 
Harrisburg-Raleigh Airport 


An approximate $64,000 will be 
spent improving the Harrisburg- 
Raleigh Airport Authority airport 
between Harrisburg and Raleigh 
this summ er, Wilbur X. Barger, 
chairman of the board of airport 
commissioners, announced today. 
Of this sum, $28,500 will be state 
funds, $27,000 federal funds and 
the remaining $8,500 local funds 
collected by the Airport Author­ 
ity. 
The present hard-surfaced ru n ­ 
way, which is 1,800 feet, will be 
extended another 1,000 feet. This 
project entails grading, base and 
sub-base construction, and bitum­ 
inous surfacing. 
In addition, the existing hard- 
surface runway and taxiway will 
be resurfaced 
and the 
runway 
lights will be extended the entire 
2,800 feet. 
At present they are 
along the 1,800 feet of bituminous 
runway. 
The runway is 75 feet 
wide. 
In addition to the 2,800-foot run­ 
way, which runs northeast south­ 
west, there will be an additional 
1,000 feet of sod approaches to it, 
Mr. Barger stated. 
Mr. Barger said that to have 
room for the runway extension, 
31 acres of land to the west of the 
airport was 
bought from 
Dick 
Gann at a cost of $8,000. 
What 
is not needed for runway will be 
put into crops on a crops-sharing 
basis, he added, stating that this 
plan has been in effect for some 
time or ground that is not needed 
for planes. 
The state and federal money a1- 


! ready has been appropriated and 
the advertising for bids is expect­ 
ed soon, Mr. Barger stated. 
He said the work is being done 
I because planes are getting faster 
all the time and more runway is 
; needed. 
He stated that Arthur 
E. Abney, Director of Aeronautics, 
State of Illinois, has issued an or­ 
der stating this project is includ­ 
ed in the state’s airport plan and 
the current revision of the nation­ 
al airport plan, that the project is 
in public interest and that the es­ 
timated cost is reasonable. 
Mr. Barter pointed out that be­ 
sides the hard - surface runway, 
there is an intersecting sod run­ 
way 2,515 feet in length that usual­ 
ly is used by lighter planes. 
The 
new 2,800 foot runway should take 
care of planes up to conventional 
twin-engine craft, he said 
Besides the upcoming project, 
he declared, there is a program 
of painting and 
general 
repair 
slated for the summer.

Spur Jobless Pay Legislation 


Democrats Predict 
Speedy Approval of

WASHINGTON <U.» — A Labor 
Department report showing record 
idleness among workers covered 
by the 
unemployment 
insurance 
system gave new impetus today to 
congressional 
efforts 
to 
expand 
jobless worker benefits. 
The department reported Friday 
night that 37,800 additional unem ­ 
ployed workers were added to the 
nation’s jobless benefit rolls for 
the week ended April 5. 
The fig 
ure possibly topped any period 
since 1938. 
That brought the overall total to 
a record 3,314,000. 
On the brighter side, the depart 
ment said the number of fresh 
claims filed by newly laid-off work 
ers dropped last week to 461,000— 
a decrease of 40,000. 
Maine Rate Highest 
Maine had the highest rate of 
insured unemployment with 
14 8 
per cent. 
Other percentages were: 
Michigan, 14.6 per cent; Kentucky, 
13.2 per cent and West Virginia, 
13 per cent. 
Thirty states reported declines 
in new jobless claims. The largest 
reductions occurred in Michigan 
with 21,000; Pennsylvania, 11,300; 
New York 6.800; Illinois, 4,400, 
and California, 3,100. 
Twenty nine states reported an 
increase in the overall number of 
workers carried on their benefit 
lists the week ended April 5. 
The

increases were 
in 
New 
York, 15,300; Michigan, 14,300, and 
California, 5,600. 
Meanwhile, Democrats forecast 
speedy House approval of their 
plan to provide 16 weeks of fed­ 
erally financed relief payments to 


persons thrown out of work by 
recession.
